80 far nothing further has 


been said. 
H is not even known that any 


other government lias challenged the adventure 
of Stofausson and its sanction by the Canadian 
government. 


It is unfortunate that the government and 


. the people of tho. United States shew such little 
interest iti -what transpires in the area of the 
North Pacific Ocean. 
America has a very 


large .stake in that area. It is not good to sit 
by and see landgrabbing schemes born and 
matured. IVe have previously commented on 
1he Wran»e| tslaml flag raising episode from 
the standpoint of CJreat Britain's nppnrent 


Ktefarisson was making for a point precisely 


mi the opposite side of the world from \Vil- 
litsky. 
And it vns phitod that the Canadian 


government financed the Stefansson expedition 
with tho object of acf|iiiring the unknown conti- 
nent: if discovered. 
And when (he Russian 


commander made \\\s discovery of the Arctic 
land it was said that Stefansson had been 
forestalled. 
Then General Creeley, Admira' 


Peary and oilier polar explorers at Washing- 
ton pointed out that Kansen had sailed across 
the area behiwn where Willilsky had found 
Nicholas II Land and the region in which 
Canada hoped to discover 1 IIP. Arctic continent 
so therefore Rtefansson was considered safe in 
his exclusion. 


Act two: Nearly ion years have, gone by. 


And the next thing we hear also is from 
Ottawa. March 17 of this year Ottawa sends 
out to the world another telegram stating that 
Stefansson on September 25 last hoisted the 
British flag on Wrangcl Wand. 
'And in this 


telegram Canada is reported as expecting the 
United States to hand over Wrangcl Island to 
ier. 
Which leads to a number of specula- 


tions: in particular, whether Canada author- 
zed the raising of tlie British flag on Wrnngel 
fsland in connection with claiming it for 
3rcat Britain, and how she expects the United 
State.s to hand over to her a Rnssian posses- 
sion. 


Deprecating the use of ugly phrases ns we 


lo, it seems mild mannered to characterize the 
id venture of Stefansson, under the auspices 
of th« Canadian government, as an act of 
ligh-handed international robltery. 
Certainly 


t is nothing less than that. 
The British gov- 


rnment would do well to issue a forthright 
declaration in (his connection unless it desires 
o remain in the same category with Japan and 
he piratical eij>edition to Kamchatka of last 
October.
